Mr. Wilson, a truck driver, 
was tound lying fuUy clothed 
along side of South Huron River 
drive, nine- tenths of a mUe 
west of Willow road, Huron 
Township by a ranger employed 
in .Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park, at 1:30 p,m. April 8. 

He was shot several times 
with a small caliber weapon, 
state troopers reported.

The cause of death was given 
as “ shotgun wound to the head" 
by the Wayne County Medical 
Examiner.

Millage Assessing Explained; 
District Airs Need of Funds 


(Editor's Note: Harold O. 
Wethereli, superintendent of 
Van Buren Public schools 
submits a second article this 
week on the May 6 Millage 
Election. In the following 
article he endeavors to an- 
swer some of the questions 
raised by residents.) 

Whenever discussions of tax- 
ation come up, the word "mill" 


or "millage" is heard and the 
mere use of these words leads 
to much confusion and misun- 
derstanding. 

Most of us in the course of 
our everyday business activ- 
ities deal in dollars and cents 
and hence we have little or no 
contact with this strange animal 
called a mill. 

Of course In any discussion 
of property taxes, we are all 
vitally Interested in knowing 


just how a particular tax rate 
of so many mills will affect us 
and Just how many dollars and 
cents It will cost us on our 
next tax bill. 

With a 5-1/2 mill proposed 
school tax increase being placed 
before the electorate on May 6, 
it seems appropriate to exam- 
ine the proposal to determine 
Just how much It would cost 
each one of us. 

First, Just what is a mill? 


A mill is one thousandth of a 
dollar or one tenth of a cent. 
So a one- mill tax rate would 
amount to one dollar for each 
thousand dollars of valuation. 
• * * 

SCHOOL TAXES are based 
upon what Is known as the 
State Equalized Valuation. Tills 
figure Is shown on the face of 
your tax bill.

Lakeland Park Complex Detailed to School Board 


BELLEVILLE -- The Van 
Buren Board of Education's re- 
action appeared to be favorable 
last week when Frank J. Volk, 
Sr., developer of the proposed 
Lakeland Park apartment de- 
velopment on McMullan land 
along the Freeway and Belleville 
Lake, presented financial facts 
illustrating benefits of the proj- 
ect tor the school district. 

Volk was Introduced to the 
board by Rodney Kropf, his at- 


torney, who made the presenta- 
tion with charts showing tax 
yield from the 2,000 apartments 
which would surround a golf 
course when the development is 
completed in five to ten years. 
Voik then answered questions 
from board members. 

Kropf cited projections by 
such distinguished planners as 
Dr. Constantin Doxladls showing 
growth which will build rural 
areas between Detroit and Ann 


Arbor into a megalopolis ulti- 
mately extending across the 
state along the freeway routes. 
Preparations, Kropf said, 
should be made for reaping the 
maximum benefit tor each com- 
munity from this growth. 

Since such growth is destined 
to come to Van Buren Township 
whether residents are ready tor 
it or not, Kropf urged long-term 
tax base planning through care- 


ful analysis of proposals like 
that for Lakeland Park.

DISPLAYING CHARTS, he 
outlined the Impact of tax facts 
from Smerset Park, in Troy, on 
the school district's operations. 
Reflecting vast surpluses above 
the cost of educating the few 
children from the 2,400-unlt 
development, the Somerset Park 
figures were shown as follows:

He said that In contrast to the 
wide-open Somerset policy of 
accepting children of all school 
ages, Voik would limit resident 
students to those of high school 
age.

WITH THIS limitation, the 
student Impact would be even 
lighter than the normally light

ilies, Kropf said in showing 
these figures for Lakeland Park:

MOST OTHER school dis- 
tricts whose tax rate is already 
considerably higher than ours 
are finding it necessary to ask 
for additional mlllage. 

We cannot continue our pres- 
ent level of educational pro- 
gram without additional funds. 
Deep cuts in the school program 
will be necessary if we are 
forced to continue at our pres- 
ent level of income. 


MOST OF us are well aware 
that the schools of Michigan 
are in a financial crisis. The 
Van Buren School system is 
not alone; most every school 
district in the state is in fi- 
nancial trouble and must have 
additional funds to continue 
present levels of education. 

Schools are caught in the 
wage price spiral made worse 
by the passage in 1965 of Pub- 
lic Act 379 which forced boards 
of education to bargain collec- 
tively with their employees and 
enter into contracts with them. 
This, of course, costs more 
money. That's the whole pur- 
pose of collective bargaining — 
to get a better deal. 

In the Van Buren system we 
have good reasonable contracts 
with our employees. Our salary 
structure is nowhere near the 
highest but It is comparable to 
our neighbors’ at the present 
time.

board, but this action was chal- 
lenged by petitions for a refer- 
endum, which is to be held 
Tuesday, May 7. 

A ‘'yes" vote will support the 
rezoning and plans for Lakeland 
Park, while a “no" vote will 
nullify the rezoning. 

Kropf explained that a mini- 
mum average figure for the 
number of school pupils from 
single homes would be 1.5 per 
home, although in some cases 
this average runs two or more 
because no one can control It. 

Citing township expectations 
that 400 homes could be built on 
the land, Kropf pointed to a stu- 
dent impact many times over 
that to be expected from the 
apartment development. 

These figures showed:

• Cost to school district for 
each child annually • . $392.23.

KROPF STRESSED that such 
losses would have to be made 
up from other tax base sources 
and tied in the Lakeland Park 
future by asserting: 

“You might notice that if 
Lakeland Park were completed 
now and contributing surpluses 
to the tax base, the board would 
have enough revenue to not need 
the 5.5 mills you are seeking 
in the May 6 mlllage vote." 

At the same time, he ex- 


pressed Volk's best wishes for 
the mlllage vote, which will fall 
just a day ahead of the refer- 
endum on the McMullan rezon- 
ing. 

Voters will vote on Monday, 
May 6, at their regular school 
precincts, then will turn out the 
next day at their general elec- 
tion precincts to vote on the 
rezoning. 

“The time Is now to plan for 
the years beyond the current 
mlllage Issue," Kropf said.

ALTHOUGH I have been call- 
ed a liar In the past, and each 
week Mr. Volk "straightens 
out" the facts I write about, I 
want to tell the citizens of our 
township just a few more. 

For example - In 1965 the 
Township Planning Commission 
and Township Board headed by 
Louis Toth and comprised In 
part by the same people we now 
have In office, Irving Wallace, 
Erma Payne, Ed Stoelton, Bill 
Vandecar, etc., approved:* 
master plan for Van Buren 
Township. This plan called for 
a total of 285 acres to be zoned 
multiple dwelling. I mentioned 
this before and was, of course, 
"straightened out" by Mr. Volk. 

Well, I'll ask again - what 
was the use of zoning 300 acres 


for apartments in 1965 and then 
abandoning these lands? These 
parcels, now totaling only 290 
acres, are still zoned for apart- 
ments and are still available, 
yet nothing has been done to get 
developers interested In these 
areas. One parcel of land con- 
taining 200 acres Is already 
zoned multiple dwelling, and Is 
available for development. 

What would happen to our 
"population explosion" If this 
area was developed? These 290 
acres, I repeat, are already 
zoned for apartments and we 
would probably not have a voice 
In their disposal.

THE HARMONY LANE and 
Lake Crest Estate Subdivision 
is an example of a high Income, 
low density, housing area. We 
are proud to have this kind of 
residential area, in our com- 
munity, for these homes, pay 
high taxes, for the privilege of 
living dose to our lake. 

Why couldn’t the McMullans 
property be put to just as good 
a use? These properties could 
furnish as good a tax base as 
could 2000 apartments. 


The foregoing facts are avail- 
able to all the people at the 
township hall. I don't know how 
Mr. Volk and company will 
"Straighten out" these facts, 
but rest assured, my friends, 
he will try. 1 pray he wont have 
to sacrifice another of our 
friends or neighbors to do It.

A soup kettle gently simmering on the stove gives off an 
aroma of well-being that's almost like a warm welcome at 
mealtime. Good lusty soup, like Oaky homemade pie, used 
to be a tradition of family togetherness too often overlooked 
in today's busy living. In most foreign countries, no meal is 
considered complete without soup. 

The genrous assortment of canned soups are fine when time 
Is short but there’s nothing like an honest soup started from 
scratch and blessed with your own personal love and imagina- 
tion. Sometimes dense enough to seem like stew, a husky 
bean soup can be a prelude to dinner or served as a meal in 
itself. Try either of these on a weekend when you’ve time to 
spare and see how truly good old fashioned soup can be. Soup 
acutally gets better as it melds, the second or third day 
around. 

CREAM OF BEAN SOUP 


1-1/2 teaspoons thyme 
1 teaspoon powdered ginger 
1 cup whole milk 
Chopped parsley 
Salt L pepper to taste 


1 pound dry navy beans 

2 quarts water 
6 slices bacon 

3/4 cup finely chopped onion 
1 cup diced celery 
Soak beans in the water overnight. Do not drain. Cook slowly 
till beans are tender, about 1-1/2 hours. Dice bacon and fry 
till crisp. Remove and set aside. Add onion and celery to skillet 
and cook in bacon fat till soft but not brown. Add to soup with 
thyme and ginger, cover and simmer about 30 minutes longer, 
adding more water if needed. Finally stir in milk and bacon 
bits. Heat thoroughly. Garnish with parsley. Season to taste. 
Serves 6. 

YANKEE BEAN SOUP 


1 pound dry navy beans 
2-1/2 quarts water 
1/4 cup diced salt pork 
1 clove garlic, finely chopped 
3/4 cup chopped onion 
3/4 cup diced carrots 


3/4 cup chopped celery 
3/4 cup diced potatoes 

1 bay leaf 

2 whole cloves 
1 ham bone 
Chopped parsley 


Soak beans in the water overnight. Do not drain. Cook salt 
pork about 5 minutes. Add all vegetables and cook till soft 
but not brown. Combine all with beans Including seasonings 
and hambone. Cover and bring slowly to boil. Reduce heat 
and simmer gently about 2 hours or till beans are tender. 
Remove hambone and add any meat to hot soup. Garnish 
each serving with parsley. Serves 6 to 8.

When shopping for new 
clothes, you may get better 
buys for your money by keep- 
ing these hints In mind: Moke 
sure material Is color-fast. 
If It Isn't, you can get an idea 
of how well It will stand up In 
the wash, advise Allied Chem- 
ical researchers, by rubbing 
the colors with a white hand- 
kerchief. According to the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau, certain 
fabrics may be unserviceable - 
shantungs of various fibers; a 
“rustling" taffeta of rayon 
treated with a water-soluble 
finish; loosely constructed vel- 
vet or velveteen; waffle or pique 
not woven Into the fabric. 

Clothing upkeep Is easier 
when you own materials that 
have been specially treated to 
ease cleaning, or fabric blends 
that can put extra "life" In 
garments. Wash - and - wear 
clothes save minutes because 
they require little or no Iron- 
ing. New stretch fabrics, which 
hold their shape - yield when 
you reach, bend or sit - can 
stretch your clothing dollar as 
well. 


When you store woolens for 
the summer, moke sure they* rt 
protected from their biggest 
enemy - the moth. The vapors 
of para crystals kill moths and 
their egge effectively, and act 
as a repoll ant to rodonts. Para 
should be placed near the top 
of a tightly closed closet or 
wardrobe ho vapors can drift 
down onto clothing. Sold under 
many brand names, para costs 
only pennies a pound. Allied 
Chemical, a major producer of 
para, recommends two pounds 
of crystals for each 100 cubic 
geet of enclosed space for best 
results - 3 pounds will supply 
mildew protection as well. 

Rotate garments for better 
wear. Your wardrobe should 
be large enough so that suits 
or dresses can "rest" for a 
few days after they’re used. 
It’s a good idea to have clothes 
cleaned after every third wear- 
ing. To avoid wrinkles In woolen 
garments, give each a 24-hour 
rest between wearlngs, allow- 
ing enough closet space so It can 
hang freely. 

Clothes you hang lnthecloset 
should be removed from wire 
hangers. Wooden or padded 
hangers won’t stretch the shoul- 
ders out of shape and put undue 
stress on seams. All dress 
hangers should be padded, and 
all dress, coat and suit hangers 
should extend to both shoulder 
seams. To allow clothes to 
hang freely and avoid wrinkles, 
don’t overload your closets* 

By heeding these clues on 
clothing-care, you may soon 
find that there’s more life in 
the clothes you wear.

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Multiple Dwelling Permits in 
Detroit Area Exceed Single 


Further emphasizing the 
trend to apartment living, the 
Detroit area passed a major 
milestone in January and Feb- 
ruary, Gilbert Silverman, 
president of the Builders Asso- 
ciation of Metropolitan Detroit, 
disclosed this week. 

For the first time in Detroit 
area history, the number of 
multiple dwelling permits sur- 
passed permits for single 
homes. Multiple permits In the 
two months number 2,037, while 
single home permits ran 2,020, 
The new figures suggest a 
continuance of fast-paced mul- 
tiple construction in 1967. Last 
year, the region permitted 
12,403 such units, up 29 per- 
cent above the 1966 total. The 
area trend ran well ahead of 
national percentages, 

Silverman said the reasons 
for the surge are many and 
varied, but a major factor is 
the soaring cost of building and 
a strong demand for all kinds 
of housing. 


BUILDING COSTS have risen 
35 to 40 percent in five years, 
and new labor contracts this 
year will add at least 10 per- 
cent to costs and prices. When 
other advances In labor and 
material costs In supplier In- 
dustries are added, the rise this 
year alone could run to 25 per- 
cent, the BAMD officials said. 

The effect in the last five 
years has been to virtually 
eliminate modest-priced homes 
from the market, so that homes 
under $20,000 now are rare. At 
the same time, the big postwar 
baby crop has hit the housing 
market as young marrleds and 
an affluent older generation, In 
the late 50’ s and early 60' s, 
Is having a massive effect on the 
market as well. 

With these two growing 
groups pressuring for housing, 
and fewer single homes In all 
price ranges being built, the 
focus is on multiple construc- 


tion. Virtually every govern- 
mental entity In the metropol- 
itan area has or Is reviewing 
old-fashioned attitudes on 
apartments and finding them 
not only needed but profitable 
for tax reasons. 

• • * 

VIRTUALLY EVERY com- 
munity In the region with alert 
leaders has authorized apart- 
ments to a greater or lesser 
degree. National forecasts cited 
by the builder official would 
put the probable multiple per- 
centage at near 65 percent of all 
residential building In the re- 
gion within five years.

Cable Dig-ups Presenting Serious 
Problems to Bell and Customers 


Orville and Wilbur Wright, 
developers of powered airplane 
flights, were bicycle shop oper- 
ators at Dayton, Ohio. 


Dlg-ups of telephone cable, 
occurring on the average of 
twice a day, are presenting a 
serious service problem to the 
Michigan Bell Telephone Com- 
pany and Its customers. 

Last year contractors' 
trenching machines, power 
shovels and bulldozers sliced 
Into underground telephone 
cable 735 times, causing ser- 
vice disruptions for thousands 
of phone users. 

“The problem Is particularly 
acute In the Detroit metropoli- 
tan area where building excava- 
tions and construction of sewer 
lines, highways, and water 
mains pose almost a constant 
hazard to underground phone 
lines," said J.W. Allen, general 
plant manager of Michigan 
Bell's metro area.

repair service. "The company 
will tell contractors, builders 
and home owners where tele- 
phone cable Is burled," he said. 
“In critical locations, a tele- 
phone man will be sent to the 
site to show cable routes." 

The cable dlg-ups are costly. 
Michigan Bell spent more than 
$160,000 last year to repair 
the damage. 

Far more Important, how- 
ever, is the fact that service 
Interruptions caused missed 
messages and inconvenience to 
telephone users when the cables 
were broken, Allen pointed out. 

A cable break can cut off 
a town or area completely from 
long distance calls for several 
hours. 

• ♦ • 

THE PROBLEM could worsen 
in the future unless those who 
dig for a living exercise more 
caution, Allen said. Michigan 
Bell Is committed to a policy 
of burying or placing more and 
more cable underground. 

Allen said that In 1960 Mich- 
igan Bell had 9,017 miles of 
cable underground. The com- 
pany now has 19,236 miles of 
cable beneath the surface. 

Michigan Bell takes extensive 
precautions to safeguard burled 
cable. It erects warning signs 
above burled cable. Visits are 
made to contractors, builders 
and excavators. Checks are 
made of construction permits

HOME OWNERS can avoid 
cutting off their own phone ser- 
vice by making themselves 
aware of this stretch between 
the backyard terminal and the 
location where telephone lines 
enter their home. 

Those who dig up telephone 
facilities are liable for the cost 
of labor and material used In 
the restoration of service, Allen 
said. Such payments, however, 
cannot begin to compensate 
phone users for the inconven- 
ience. 

In most Instances, dlg-ups 
can be prevented by fire tele- 
phoning repair service, Allen 
said. The number is listed in 
the front pages of telephone 
directories.

9,276 at the end of 1967, an 
increase of almost $00 over 
the previous year, according 
to a year-end airport count by 
the Federal Aviation Admini- 
stration. In addition, 452 heli- 
ports and 398 seaplane bases 
brought the total number of 
landing facilities to a record 
10,126 at the end of 1967. 

Included are 19 airports In 
Puerto Rico, three in the 
Virgin Islands, and five in the 
South Pacific. Texas continues 
to lead all other states with 
900 landing facilities, followed 
by California with 684; Alaska 
626; Pennsylvania 443, Illinois 
433; Ohio 397; New York 338; 
Florida 281; Kansas 266; and 
Missouri 265. 

Over three-fifths -6,296 
(62.2 per cent) - of the national 
total are privately owned air- 
ports. Lighted runways are 
provided at 3,149 airports and 
paved runways at 3,109. Air- 
lines provided turbojet service 
at 182 airports during 1967 
and are forecast to extend this 
service to an additional 216 
airports by 1978.

NORTH CENTRAL AIRLINES 
set a new March traffic record 
with 229,331 passengers car- 
ried, according to David E. 
Moran, Vice President-Traffic 
and Sales. 


"This is a gain of 24 per 
cent over 1967”, Moran stated. 
“Passenger miles flown 
reached a March high of 
37,907,852 - up 31 per cent.” 

Moran credited the traffic 
gains largely to the addition 
of the 100-passenger DC-9 fan 
jets and Convalr 580 prop-jets, 
which provide greater carrying 
-capacity and speed. The 
airline now operates five DC- 
9’s. Two more jets will be in 
service on April 28 and another 
three by July. Five DC-9 fan 
jets are on option. The com- 
pany will have an all jet- 
powered fleet late in 1968. 

Since inaugurating service In 
1948, North Central has carried 
16,700,000 passengers and 
flown 2,763,700,000 passenger 
miles without a single fatality 
or injury to passengers or crew 
members. 

North Central serves 90 
cities in 11 Midwest states 
and Canada over a 7,000-mile 
route system.

DOMESTIC AIR CARGOtraf- 
fic on the U.S. scheduled 
airlines increased 28.2 per cent 
in February, the Air Transport 
Association (ATA) reported this 
week. The 11 trunk, 12 local 
service and two all-cargo car- 
riers accounted for 159,765,000 
ton miles of cargo (freight, mail 


and express)ln February, com- 
pared with 124,599,000 reported 
for February 1967. A ton mile 
is one ton flown one mile. 

Scheduled air freight carried 
totaled 109,747,000 revenue ton 
miles, up 18.5 per cent over 
the 92,585,000 carried in Feb- 
ruary 1967. Air mail tonmiles 
in February were up 70.1 per 
cent, from 24,989,000 to 
42,514,000. Air express ton 
miles of service from February 
totaled 7,504,000, up 6.8 per 
cent over the 7,025,000 of Feb- 
ruary 1967. 

During the first two months 
of the year, domestic scheduled 
cargo traffic increased 28 per 
cent over the first two months 
of 1967, from 124.6 million 
ton miles to 159.8 million. Air 
freight was up 18.6 per cent, 
express was up 8.7 per cent 
and mail carried rose 68.1 
per cent.

DELTA AIR LINES' Presi- 
dent, Charles H. Dolson, 
announced that the airline has 
sighed a letter contract with 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation 
of Burbank California for the 
purchase of 24 250-passenger 
trijet L-1011 airplanes. 

The agreement calls for 12 
aircraft for delivery beginning 
in the autumn of 1971 and a 
second group of 12 for delivery 
beginning in 1973. The letter 


contract is subject to the ap- 
proval of Delta's Board of 
Directors which is scheduled 
to meet in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia on April 25. Total value 
of the order, the largest in the 
airline's history, would be 
$360 million. 

The L-1011 orders would 
bring the total value of Delta’s 
jet fleet to over a billion 
dollars. Mr. Dolson said that 
this is a new generation of jets 
which, only a few years ago, 
was drawing board material, 
something many of us hoped 
for but didn’t believe we’d see 
so soon.

Aviation Week & SpaceTech- 
nology, the influential 
aerospace weekly, has reported 
that Aeroflot, the Soviet state 
airline, will soon replace its 
aging Ilyushin IL-18 turbo prop 
airplanes with Tupolev TU-134 
four engine sky giants (“The 
Aluminum Cloud”) on the route 
between Moscow-Nicosia (Cy- 
prus) - Beirut (Lebanon). 

The move by Aeroflot is seen 
by some as another in the steps 
leading toward major Soviet 
mideast inroads. At the same 
time, the magazine pointed out 
that Aeroflot’s air crew train- 
ing school at Ulyanovsk is 
expanding its facilities for 
training foreign flight personnel 
in jet and turboprop airplanes

38th Legislative District alone, 
the communities of Petersburg, 
Berlin Township, and Huron 
Township ore already cited by 
the Water Resources Commis- 
sion as contributing to water 
pollution. 

“Also on the way to assured 
success is the state bonding 
proposal for a $100 million ex- 
pansion of our recreational sys- 
tem and the preservation of our 
natural resources.

Under this act the federal 
government pays half the cost 
of treatment works and Inter- 
ceptor systems with the state 
and local communities sharing 
the remaining costs equally,

“MOST RESIDENTS have 
been eye-witnesses to the 
tragedy Into which we have 
drifted In regard to pollution. 
Water which once was safe for 
drinking is now unsafe for 
swimming. Some rivers and 
streams are so polluted that 
they have become slowly - 
moving garbage plies and many 
lakes have come to resemble 
cesspools. 

“The cost of correcting these 
situations is mounting every 
day. Everyone Is going to have 
to share In the cost, all the 
way from those who are helping 
to perpetuate the proLlem to 
the private citizen who has be- 
come Its victim.” 

Rep. Mahalak pointed out that 
the bbnding program for recre- 
ation and conservation would 
permit adequate expansion In 
meeting the needs of the people 
and would make possible the 
acquisition of key lands before 
they are lost forever. 

“Of the proposed $100 mil- 
lion bond Issue, $30 million 
would go directly to local units 
of government as recreation 
grants, matched by $15 million 
from local units, plus $15 mil- 
lion from the federal govern- 
ment. This total of $60 million 
would be used for such things 
as equipping playgrounds, city 
parks and recreation centers 
for senior citizens. 

“Money for fisheries would 
build three new hatcheries. Six 
thousand general campsites 
would be added and state game 
areas improved, including deer 
habitat. At least 1,500 new 
campsites would be established 
for state forest and wilderness 
campers.”

W h y are you in prison? -- not the legal reasons, 
rather those background reasons that brought you 
to Jail?” 

That question evoked soul-searching replies from a 
dozen youthful convicts (ages 17 through 22) now In- 
mates of one of Michigan’s maximum-security prisons. 

Although alcohol in some form figures strongly In many 
replies, It appeared to be a secondary factor in placing 
the young men behind bars. 

Far more basic In the prisoners’ thinking were such 
root causes as “lack of love” and a distorted set of 
moral values. 

Money--or its lack, comes high on the list of causes 
of behavior resulting In some form of criminal ac- 
tivity. "Easy money” is an obvious temptation, but more 
difficult to assess are problems stemming from money 
that Is hard to come by. 

♦ * * 

LACK OF JOBS, lack of training and opportunity, 
lack of imagination and personal Initiative, are all 
evident reasons why youngsters drift to crime. 

Perhaps the key word Is “drift” — for frequently 
the aimless drifting on street comers, from minor 
Jobs to no work and back to minor Jobs, becomes a 
cycle broken only by prison bars. 

Idleness and boredom were often cited as major prob- 
lems leading to crime. “There Isn’t anything to do” — 
Is a frequent comment 

But why Isn’t there? What can be done to open con- 
structive channels for this valuable, ungulded youthful 
energy? 

♦ * * 

STRONG BELIEVERS In work-therapy, Michigan Farm 
Bureau members have suggested “remedial and pre- 
ventive programs to keep persons gainfully employed and 
off welfare and assistance programs as much as possi- 
ble.” This, they feel, might best be done through self- 
help education programs. 

Vocational guidance and training are seen as an im- 
portant answer, with the legislature urged to provide need- 
ed financial support for “area vocational education 
centers.” 

Meanwhile, ahead lie all the dangerous possibili- 
ties of another long, hot summer, when mandatory 
daylight saving time will again hand our young people 
smother evening hour, in which to do little or nothing. . . to 
the point where "time on their hands” all too frequently 
interprets Into “time” on their records, to be spent 
In jail.

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How to be 200 
Percent American

T ie tragic death of a man of peace, Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr„ reminds me of something that happened when 
I was a street car conductor for the city of Detroit. 
During the 1920s the Klu Klux Klan was probably at Its greatest 
strength in Michigan. As a high proportion of the street car 
men were Southerners, it was not too surprising that quite 
a number of them belonged to the Klan. 

One of them persisted in trying to get me to join them. How- 
ever, I don't believe in joining any group whose members have 
to sneak around under cover of darkness, hooded and masked, 
even If these people are able to spout Biblical quotations by 
the yard. (Even the Devil sometimes carries a Bible under 
his arm.) 

My efforts to repel my well-meaning fellow worker were 
unavailing, until I told him a story I had heard or read some- 
where. He never bothered me again. The tale went something 
like this: 

Jakey Goldberg was a little Jew who wished with all his heart 
to be on friendly terms with everybody. He wanted to be neigh- 
borly and could not understand why the Klan should hate the Jews. 
Consequently, when it was announced that a mammoth gathering 
of the Klan was to be held in the largest auditorium in the 
city, Jakey determined to be there. Perhaps he could find out 
why they hated him and maybe he could find ways and means 
of turning away their wrath. 

When the time came for the meeting, Jakey blithely ascended 
the steps but the doorman, seeing the map of Israel on Jakey's 
face, kicked him down the stairs. 

Disconsolate, he began hobbling painfully around the block. 
His eyes brightened as he noticed a basement window partially 
opened, so he quietly eased himself through and made his way 
to the main floor, where he crouched behind an Upright piano 
in the corner of the stage. When the preliminaries were over 
and the speaker began his impassioned speech, Jakey wished 
fervently for enlightenment. After all, he wanted all these 
people to be his friends, did he not? 

First of all, the speaker lambasted the Catholics, telling of 
their faults, failings and sins. He punctuated his final words 
by a violent thumping of his chest, thusly: "I. . .hate. . .all. . . 
Catholics. . J. . .100. . .per. . .cent, . .American. . . !" 

After this, he gave the whole Negro race his particular brand 
of blessing, calling them ignorant, filthy, lazy, etc. Once more 
he concluded his remarks by beating his chest and repeating: 
"I. . .hate. . .all. . .Negroes. . .and. . .1. . .am. . .100. . .per. . . 
cent. . .American. . . ! M 

The speaker then proceeded to give his opinions on the Jewish 
race and, if anything, he was even more extreme and violent. 
He finally concluded his remards by banging his wishbone and 
repeating: “I. . .hate. . .all. . .Jews. . .and. . J. . .am. . .100. . . 
per. . .cent. . .American. , . f f * 

By this time Jakey thought he had seen the light and, being 
extremely willing to make himself solid with them, he sprang 
from behind the piano and, belting his thin little chest with both 
hands, began hollering at the top of his voice: “I. . .am. . . 
glad. . .to. . .announce. . .that. . J. . .hate. . .every. . .so-and- 
so. . .in. . .the. . .world. • .That. . .should. . .make. . .me. . • 
200. . .per. . .cent. . .American. . , 1 M In spite of Jakey’s 
declaration, they threw him out once more, because they knew 
his words were really only a sham, for his nature was such 
that he could not absorb their poisonous venom. 

Dr. King's life was patterned after the words uttered in Romans 
12: 17-21: "Recompense to no man evil for evil. Provide things 
honest in the sight of all men. If it be possible, as much as lieth 
in you, live peaceably with all men. Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give peace unto wrath; for it is written. 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. Therefore If 
thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give him drink; for 
in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on his head. Be not 
overcome with evil, but overcome evil with good." 

Today, all of America, white and black, yes the whole world, 
is still mourning for and honoring this man of peace. I cannot but 
predict that, through his death, he will have gained far more 
for his people than he ever could in life. Can you blame me if I 
wonder how many tears would be shed if a Stokley Carmichael or 
and H. Rap Brown had been felled by an assassin's bullet? 


Floyd McGriff, Oldest 
Area Publisher, Dies 


Floyd McGriff, the Detroit 
area's oldest active weekly 
newspaper publisher, died in 
his sleep Thursday at his home 
in Detroit. He was 77 years 
old. 

His funeral was held Monday 
at the McCabe Funeral Home, 
Detroit, and he was buried in 
Argos, Ind., his birthplace. 

Mr. McGriff, who had a long 
and distinguished career In the 
newspaper business, was pub- 
lisher of Detroit Suburban 
Newspapers, a chain of eight 
weeklies circulated in North- 
west Wayne County and 
Northwest Detroit. He bought 
the Reford "Record" and the 
Brightmoor "Journal" in 1929 
and established his six other 
newspapers himself. 

Mr. McGriff 's long and varied 
newspaper career started in 
1912, when he was graduated 
from Indiana University with a 
bachelor of arts degree in 
economics and journalism. 

He then set out for New York 
with the intention of continuing 
his education at Columbia 
University's famed journalism 
school, but was persuaded to 
go to work for the daily news- 
paper chain controlled by the 
late William Randolph Hearst 
Sr. 

He headed Hearst's London, 
England, news bureau in World 
War I and then returned to 
New York to help his employer 
establish the King Syndicate 
and the now defunct Interna- 
tional News Service. 

He then decided he wanted 
to go into the newspaper 
business for himself and bought 
the Anderson, Ind., "Herald." 

He became discontented with 
this venture and came to Detroit 


with the original purpose of 
writing books on journalism. 

But his love for the newspaper 
business prevailed and he soon 
bought the first two publications 
of his present weekly newspaper 
chain. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Ruth; his son. Jack, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Jean Fox, all 
of Detroit.

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Where Does Education 
Stand in the Nation? 

UITE OFTEN WE WONDER about the status of edu- 
cation nationally. Recently the estimates for 1967-68 
(these are considered very close) were released by 
the National Education Association. 

The Report shows that for 1967-68 in the fifty states 
there were as follows: 

Total School Districts, 21,704; Elementary Enrollment, 
27,479,608; Secondary Enrollment, 16,308,716; Number of High 
School Graduates, 2,448,172; Classroom Teachers, 1,837,926; 
Average annual salaries - classroom teachers, $7,296.; 
Total expenditures, $31,074,574,000; Average expenditure per 
pupil, $581; and Wayne Community Schools (1966-67), $529. 

The report further shows that classroom teacher salaries 
have made vast improvements. Ten years ago, 59.1% of 
the teachers of our nation made less than $4500. per year. 
In 1967-68, the percent of teachers making less than 
$4500 has been reduced to 2.3%, in 1957-58; 4 classroom 
teachers in 10 were paid $5500 or more; in 1967-68, more 
than 8 classroom teachers in 10 will be paid $5500 or more. 
The report further shows that for 1967-68, only 4.4% of 
the teachers in the nation will be paid more than $10,500. 
It is shown that the average salary for 1957-58 for class- 
room teachers was $4571 whereas today it is $7296 nation- 
ally. The increase of 1967-68 over 1966-67 is shown as 
6 . 8 %. 

The report indicates that 85.6% of the five to seventeen 
year old population in Michigan is enrolled in public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools. The national average is given 
as 84.5%. 

In terms of support, the State of Michigan is supplying 
some 680 million dollars for public education and local 
school districts are supplying 620 million. The breakdown 
by percent shows the federal government supporting edu- 
cation In Michigan to the tune of 5.1%, the state 49.6% and 
local taxing units 45.3%. 

The national averages show that the fifty states received 
7.7% from the federal government, 40.3% from the state 
and 52% from local tax sources. 

These statistics may be helpful to you in your under- 
standing of the nation's schools. In a future article we will 
have information regarding our budget and how it compares 
to local and national expenditures per pupil.

ANN ARBOR-A 2-year fire- 
fighter's course was given a 
favorable nod last week by the 
Washtenaw Community College 
Board of Trustees who agreed 
to study it further and submit 
it to the State Department of 
Education for review. 

Entitled the "fire protection 
technician" program, the 62- 
credit-hour course would 
combine general and special 
studies leading to an associate 
degree. 

The program, as planned by 
an ad-hoc advisory committee 
made up largely of area fire 
officials, would be similar to 
the 2-year program offered in 
police administration by WCC.
